Jfew Government for Filipinos to Bo In« 


' 
augnrated. 


New York, Aug. 31.—A special ta 


the Herald from 
Washington 
says 


that all arrangements have been prac- 
tically perfected by the Taft commis- 
sion for commencing its dutiet in con- 
nection with the establishment of civil 
government in the Philippines. 


The commission will assume on Sep- 


tember 
1 all 
the functions which 


properly 
belong to the 
legislative 


branch of the government. It is not 
proposed that it shall be in supreme 
control. Maj. Gen. MacArthur will be 
the executive of the islands, and the 
commission will be co-ordinate with 
him, 
just as the executive and legisla- 


tive branches in the United States are 
on the same plane. 


Civil government will not be estab- 


lished except in those towns where the 
military authorities are. satisfied there 
is no danger of .insurrection. 
The 


commission 
and 
the 
military will 


work together to propitiate the natives 
and induce. them to return to theii 
peaceful vocations. For the suppres- 
sion of those insurgents who continue 
in arms it is understood measures will 
be taken as soon as the dry season be- 
gins. Gen. MacArthur will soon have 
a force of nearly 70,000 effective mei\ 
who will be used to destroy the insur- 
gent organizations when 
operations 


can begin.
